If  you've  been  away,  welcome  back  to 
KPFA's  listening  audience.  We've  been  very 
busy  at  the  station  all  summer  preparing  for 
this  year's  programming.  We  think  you  will 
appreciate  our  efforts.  We  would  have  liked 
some  real  vacation  time,  but,  unfortunately, 
important  events  don't  stop  happening  simply 
because  it's  summer.  In  fact,  in  many  ways, 
our  news  and  public  affairs  programmers  be- 
come more  active  e»ch  summer. 

We  have  added  more  remote  broadcasting 
equipment  and  expect  to  bring  you  expanded 
live  coverage  of  events  that  warrant  it.  Co- 
operative arrangements  with  KQED— TV 
should  give  us  good  remote  capability  in  San 
Francisco  and  down  the  peninsula.  In  addi- 
tion, we  expect  to  be  able  to  extend  our 
(and  your)  ears  to  Marin  County  and  to  areas 
east  of  the  Berkeley— Oakland  hills  line. 

Our  drama  and  literature  programming, 
too,  should  be  expanded  and  more  varied 
this  fall.  We  hope  to  provide  you  with  fuller 
coverage  of  the  film  scene  and  with  more 
produced  radio  dramas. 


Our  music  department  will,  of  course, 
extend  its  fine  record  of  discovering  and 
broadcasting  the  best  in  unheard  music,  as 
well  as  a  marvellously  rich  menu  of  fine  per- 
formances, live  concerts,  analyses,  reviews, 
and  panel  discussions.  Remember  to  write  to 
us  and  tell  us  what  you  think  of  all  our  pro- 
gramming. We  always  read  your  mail  and  try 
to  be  guided  by  your  thoughtful  comments. 

Financially,  KPFA  should  be  on  solid 
ground  until  well  into  the  fall  -  but  we  will 
be  counting  on  your  support  to  keep  us 
healthy,  if  not  wealthy.  Thus  far,  we've  been 
able  to  retire  several  debts  of  long-standing, 
including  more  than  half  of  a  $15,000  bank 
loan  and  $6,000  in  back  wages.

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We  wish  to  call  your  attention  this  month  to 
our  Sunday  Night  Documentary  series,  in  which 
we  are  presenting  four  programs  that  we  think 
you'll  find  of  considerable  current  interest.  On 
September  6th,  we  bend  the  format  a  little  in 
order  to  schedule  an  early  re-broadcast  of  the 
exclusive  Interview  with  Huey  P.  Newton,  the 
Minister  of  Defense  and  co-founder  of  the  Black 
Panther  Party.  The  interview  was  conducted  by 
our  program  director,  Elsa  Knight  Thompson, 
and  it  was  originally  broadcast  simultaneously 
on  all  four  Pacifica  stations  on  Tuesday,  August 
14th.  Mindful  that  the  functioning  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  California  resumes,  whether  normal  or 
otherwise,  in  September,  we  are  devoting  the  re- 
maining three  Sunday  nights  to  explorations  of 
the  development  of  the  student  movement  on 
the  Berkeley  campus.  On  September  13th,  we'll 
present  a  documentary  of  the  Free  Speech  Move- 
ment of  1964,  produced  by  Scott  Keech  and  Al 
Silbowitz,  that  asks  the  question  "Is  Freedom 
Academic?"  Then  on  September  20th  and  27th 
we'll  hear  a  two-part  series  produced  by  Hal 
Levin  about  what  happened  at  Berkeley  during 
the  Spring  Quarter,  1970.  Hal  calls  the  series, 
Riot,  Revolution  and  Reconstitution,  and  he 
uses  the  two  programs  to  focus  on  these  three 
R's  both  before  and  after  President  Nixon's  an- 
nouncement on  April  30th  of  the  incursion  into 
Cambodia.  The  Sunday  Night  Documentary  is 
9:00  PM. 

September  will  also  be  a  month  of  trials,  and 
we  have  scheduled  several  programs  by  and 
about  the  principal  figures  in  some  of  them. 
Michael  Cetewayo  Tabor  of  the  New  York  Pan- 
ther 21  recorded  a  reading  of  his  pamphlet, 
"Capitalism  Plus  Dope  Equals  Genocide,"  while 
in  jail  in  New  York  City,  and  we'll  hear  it  on 
September  3rd  at  11:30  PM.  After  he  was  re- 
leased on  bail,  Mr.  Tabor  visited  Berkeley  and 
was  interviewed  by  Elsa  Knight  Thompson  and 
Bill  Northwood  of  KPFA;  that  interview  will  be 
broadcast  on  Open  Hour,  Monday,  September 
7th  at  8:00  PM,  on  the  eve  of  the  opening  of  the 
trial  of  the  New  York  21.  Seven  people  in 
Seattle  were  indicted  last  spring  for  conspiracy 
in  connection  with  disturbances  there  on  Febru- 
ary 16th;  we've  scheduled  an  interview  with  one 
of  the  defendants,  Mike  Lerner,  for  September 
5th  at  2:45  PM;  while  a  program  on^the  legal 
importance  of  the  trial  featuring  ""attorney 
Michael  Tigar  is  set  for  September  12th  at 
5:00   PM. 

There  will  also  be  several  programs  dealing 
with  the  women's  movement,  both  locally  and 
internationally;   Women's   Liberation   in   Paris, 


September  6th  at  1 :00  PM;  a  program  produced 
by  the  Women's  Liberation  Media  Project  on 
September  8th  at  11:15  PM;  and  Women  are 
Oppressed,  a  discussion  moderated  by  Joan 
Churton  of  KPFA  scheduled  for  September 
13th   at   1:00  PM. 

Several  of  our  series  will  conclude  in  Sep- 
tember. The  final  programs  on  The  Dialectics  of 
Liberation  will  be  heard  on  the  first  three  Satur- 
days of  the  month  at  1 :00  PM.  (All  programs  in 
the  series  remain  available  on  records  which  may 
be  purchased  through  KPFA  —  see  advertise- 
ment in  this  issue  of  the  Folio.)  Our  last  two 
programs  on  Wine  Tasting  and  Wine  Buying  are 
scheduled  for  Saturday  evenings,  September  5th 
and  12th  at  7:00  PM,  and  the  last  of  the  Massey 
Lectures  for  1970,  Time  As  History,  can  be 
heard  on  Sunday,  September  6th  at  7:00  PM. 
We'll  also  be  previewing  a  series  of  programs 
which  are  among  the  most  popular  features  of 
KPFK,  our  sister  station  in  Los  Angeles.  The 
program  is  called  The  Wayless  Way:  A  Medita- 
tion Be-ing  With  Jack  Garris,  September  20th 
and  27th  at  1 :00  PM.  We  hope  to  schedule  this 
program  regularly  in  October,  so  we'll  be  in- 
terested in  your  reactions  to  it,  as  well  as  to  all 
our  other  programs.

The  first  Friday  sketches  the  background  for 
Brechtian  theater  with  Berliner  Milljoh,  a  word 
and  sound  montage  composed  by  Dr.  Richard 
Raack,  and  produced  by  William  Malloch,  KPFK 
Music  Director,  followed  by  a  recording  of 
Brecht's  testimony  before  the  House  Un-Ameri- 
can   Activities   Committee   in   October,    1947. 

September   11 

The  second  Friday  will  present  Rise  and  Fall  of 
the  City  of  Mahagonny,  a  masterpiece  of  mod- 
ern musical  theater,  Brecht  collaborating  with 
with  the  composer,  Kurt  Weill.  Lotte  Lenya 
stars.

Opera  Plot  Summaries 


DIE  FEEN    (Sept.  13,2:00) 

Ada,  daughter  of  the  King  of  the  Immortals,  has 
married  the  mortal  King  Arindal.  The  Immortal 
King  has  imposed  these  conditions  on  her  departure 
from  his  realm:  that  Arindal  should  never  question 
her  identity,  and  that  on  the  last  day  of  the  twelve- 
year  trial  period  Ada  should  test  her  lover's  fidelity 
by  convincing  him  that  she  is  evil.  If  he  remains 
faithful,  Ada  will  become  a  mortal.  If  not,  she  will 
become  a  stone  for  a  hundred  years.  At  the  opening 
of  the  opera,  Arindal  has  broken  the  first  condition 
and  Ada  has  vanished. 

ACT  I  An  enchanted  garden.  Ada's  attendents  tell 
the  immortals  that  Arindal  must  undergo  trials  to 
prove  his  love.  The  immortals  pledge  to  see  that  he 
fails.  At  his  approach,  all  vanish.  Arindal's  servant, 
Gemot,  believes  Ada  a  witch,  but  Arindal's  faith  is 
unshaken.  In  a  dream,  Ada  tells  him  that  if  his  love 
is  not  strong  enough,  they  will  both  be  destroyed. 
As  Arindal's  subjects  arrive  in  search  of  their  king, 
Ada  is  crowned  Queen  of  the  Immortals,  and  it  is 
decreed  that  both  must  return  to  Arindal's  domain 
for  their  trials  on  the  morrow. 

ACT  II  Outside  the  palace,  Arindal's  subjects  com- 
plain of  their  king's  negligence.  His  sister  Lora,  and 
her  husband,  Morald,  regents  in  his  absence,  upbraid 
them.  Arindal's  return  is  announced  by  Morald's 
servant,  Gunther.  Gemot,  reunited  with  his  wife 
Drolla,  quarrels  with  her  over  supposed  unfaithful- 
ness. Ada,  fearing  Arindal's  failure,  prays  that  he 
may  find  sufficient  strength  in  his  love.  As  a  storm 
breaks,  she  becomes  visible  to  the  populace.  As  her 
two  children  run  to  her,  they  are  covered  in  flames 
and  disappear.  Ada  is  then  identified  by  General 
Harald  as  the  enemy  commander  who  has  just  de- 
feated Arindal's  army.  Overwhelmed,  Arindal  curses 
his  wife.  As  she  gradually  turns  to  stone,  she  re- 
stores the  children  to  life,  confesses  that  Harald  had 
been  bewitched,  and  reveals  her  own  punishment. 
Arindal  goes  mad. 

ACT  III  Lora  and  Morald  have  taken  over  govern- 
ing the  kingdom  and  are  praised  for  having  brough.t 
peace.  Lora  reminds  the  people  of  the  sad  fate  of 
the  king,  who  raves  distractedly  about  his  lost  wife. 
In  a  dream,  he  hears  her  calling  him  to  rescue  her 
from  her  stone  prison.  Groma,  an  invisible  magician, 
promises  help,  giving  Arindal  a  magic  shield,  sword 
and  lyre.  Awakening,  he  finds  himself  guided  to  the 
underworld  by  Ada's  servants.  The  magic  shield 
wards  off  hideous  spirits,  and  the  lyre's  song  melts 
the  stone  which  is  Ada  back  to  life.  The  King  of 
the  Immortals  makes  Arindal  one  of  them,  and  he 
and  Ada  return  to  her  kingdom  amid  general  re- 
joicing. 


THE  STONE  GUEST  (Sept.  27,  2:00  PM) 

ACT  I,  Scene  1 :  In  Madrid,  Don  Juan  has  secretly 
returned  from  exile  with  his  servant,  Leporello.  He 
once  again  observes  his  own  town  and  its  beautiful 
women  —  his  only  joy  and  meaning  in  life.  At  the 
convent's  wall,  where  they  wait  for  darkness,  Don 
Juan  and  Leporello  are  approached  by  a  monk. 
From  their  conversation,  Don  Juan  learns  that 
Donna  Anna,  widow  of  the  Commander  whom  he 
had  previously  slain,  comes  here  daily  to  visit  her 
late  husband's  tomb.  Seeing  Donna  Anna  under  a 
black  veil,  Don  Juan's  passion  is  kindled  and  he  de- 
sires to  make  her  acquaintance.  It  grows  dark 
and  the  moon  rises.  Don  Juan  postpones  his 
acquaintance  with  Donna  Anna  and  hurries  off  to 
Madrid  to  his  beloved  Laura. 

ACT  I  ,  Scene  2:  Laura  dances  for  her  admirers  in 
her  home.  The  guests  ask  her  to  sing,  and,  inspired, 
Laura  sings  to  the  accompaniment  of  the  guitar. 
She  later  tells  them  that  the  words  were  inspired  by 
Don  Juan  whom  she  loves  and  is  unable  to  forget. 
The  mere  mention  of  Don  Juan  provokes  a  fit  of 
anger  in  the  jealous  Don  Carlos,  Laura's  suitor.  To 
avert  a  quarrel,  the  guests  ask  Laura  to  sing  once 
again,  which  she  does. 

It  is  late,  and  all  the  guests  have  left.  Don  Carlos 
being  left  alone  with  Laura,  enjoys  his  good 
fortune.  But  their  meeting  is  interrupted.  Don  Juan 
makes  his  appearance  and  Laura  joyfully  rushes 
toward  him.  In  a  rage,  Don  Carlos  pulls  out  his 
sword.  The  duel  ends  with  Don  Juan  the  victor. 
Don  Carlos  dies,  and  Laura  and  Don  Juan  uncon- 
c?rnedly  turn  aside  and  go  rejoicingly  to  their  ren- 
dezvous. 

ACT  II:  Disguised  as  a  monk,'  Don  Juan  makes 
haste  towards  the  Commander's  statue.  He  is  not 
able  to  abandon  the  thought  of  seducing  Donna 
Anna.  The  widow,  taking  him  for  a  monk, 
graciously  speaks  to  him,  but  Don  Juan  confesses 
that  he  is  not  a  monk  and  begs  Donna  Anna  to  go 
off  with  him.  He  is  successful  in  extracting  from 
Donna  Anna  a  promise  to  receive  him  in  her  home. 
In  ecstacy,  from  good  luck,  Don  Juan  contrives  a 
new  fancy.  He  bids  Leporello  to  invite  the  Com- 
mander's statue  to  the  repast.  Superstitious  and 
fearful,  Leporello  resists,  but  does  not  disobey  his 
master.  In  horror,  he  notices  how  the  statue,  in 
answer  to  his  invitation,  nods  its  head.  Even  Don 
Juan  is  awestruck  when  he  sees  how,  in  reply  to  his 
.epeated  invitation,  the  statue  once  again  nods  its 
head. 

ACT  III:  Donna  Anna  receives  Don  Juan  into  her 
home.  Don  Juan  has  given  his  name  to  her  as  Don 
Diego.  Don  Juan,  resolving  to  unveil  his  secret  even 
at  the  risk  of  frightening  Donna  Anna,  reveals  to 
her  his  true  identity.  But  even  recognizing  her  hus- 
band's murderer.  Donna  Anna  does  not  have  the 
power  to  resist.  Instead  of  hate  in  her  soul,  there  is 
only  love. 

A  knock  is  heard.  On  the  threshhold,  the 
Commander's  statue  makes  its  appearance.  At  first 
Don  Juan  is  terrified  but,  taking  possession  of  him- 
self, he  greets  the  statue  and,  in  reply  to  its  request, 
stretches  forth  his  hand.  The  stony  hand  tightly 
clenches  Don  Juan  and  together  they  sink  down 
through  the  earth  into  the  abyss  of  hell.

Welfare  policies  in  the  shattered 
South  right  after  the  Civil  War 
were  shaped  by  human  need  and 
racial  pressures,  says  John  Hope 
Franklin,  professor  of  American 
History  at  the  University  of  Chi- 
cago. The  Federal  Government 
provided  schools,  hospitals,  and 
housing  for  freed  blacks,  while 
the  Southern  state  governments 
provided  relief  for  Confederate 
veterans,  widows,  and  orphans.

Long,  dreary  and  completely  undis- 
tinguished military  career  during 
WW  II  in  infantry.  Wilkerson  is 
married.  His  wife  and  two  sons  now 
live  in  Highland  Park,  California.  He 
is  serving  5  to  life  for  robbery. 

Kenneth  J.  Herr  was  born  in  1935 
on  the  South  Side  of  Chicago,  only 
son  of  a  middle-class  white  family. 
He  lived  most  of  his  life  in  the 
Windy  City,  but  has  traveled  widely 
throughout  the  U.S.,  during  years 
that  would  (should)  have  been  spent 
in  the  schoolroom.  He  has  held  a 
variety  of  jobs,  window-washing  on 
high-rise  buildings,  teaching  scuba 
diving,  managing  a  restaurant.  He 
began  writing  poetry  in  1967  while 
serving  a  prison  sentence  for  armed 
robbery.  Herr  expects  to  be  paroled 
this  summer  and  will  continue  to 
write  poetry.

During  the  summer  of  1967,  the  Institute  of  Phenomenological  Studies  organized  the  Inter- 
national Dialectics  of  Liberation  Congress  in  London.  This  was  concerned  with  'the  demystification  of 
human  violence  in  all  forms  and  the  social  system  which  emanates,  and  in  exploring  new  forms  of 
action.'

Four  days  after  the  House  approved  the  "failing  newspaper"  act.  Nicholas  von 
Hoffman,  the  Washington  Post/San  Francisco  Chronicle  columnist,  wrote  a  col- 
umn denouncing  the  publishers  behind  the  bill  as  being  "as  scurvy  as  the  special  in- 
terests they  love  to  denounce."  He  used  the  Examiner/Chronicle  as  an  example  of 
how  these  monopoly  arrangements  "cost  us  consumers  not  only  in  dollars  but  in  a 
lower  quality  product  " 

The  Chronicle  refused  to  run  von  Hoffman's  column.  The  Guardian  approached  the 
Examiner/Chronicle  advertising  department  and  offered  to  buy  space,  as  a  4  by  16" 
advertisement  at  the  joint  rate  of  $2,408,  to  run  von  Hoffman  in  the  Chronicle  and  the 
Examiner  We  found  we  couldn't  even  pay  cash  with  copy,  to  get  the  Chronicle  to 
publish  this  column  by  its  own  Sunday  columnist 

"The  publisher  has  a  right  to  refuse  anything  he  wants  and  he  doesn't  have  to  give  a 
reason."  ad  salesman  J   C   Kenney  told  our  office  manager 

"Do  you  mean."  our  manager  asked,  "he  can  arbitrarily  do  this  even  though  he  pub- 
lishes a  monopoly  newspaper''" 

"We're  not  a  monopoly,"  Kenney  replied.  "There  are  lots  of  places  you  can  go  to 
advertise  Why,  you  can  go  right  across  the  street  here  and  put  it  in  the  Shopping 
News,  which  comes  out  two  or  three  times  a  week.  Or  you  can  put  it  in  the  Chinese 
Weekly." 

Newspaper  Monopolies 

. . .  After 
the  San  Francisco  Examiner  and  Chronicle  got  together 
to  fix  prices,  advertising  costs  in  the  Chronicle  nearly 
doubled.  Beyond  that,  the  newspapers  were  able  to 
offer  two-for-the-price-of-one  advertising  deals  that 
drove  a  new,  competitive  daily  out  of  town. 

Although  the  bill's  purpose  is  to  save  financially 
dying  newspapers  and  promote  news  and  editorial  di- 
versity, the  truth  is  the  Chronicle  had  $7  million  in  the 
bank  when  it  signed  its  agreement  with  its  competitor. 
Moreover,  the  quality  of  local  news  coverage  in  both 
papers  has  become  so  bad  that  the  best  and  most  re- 
liable periodical  in  the  city  is  The  Bav  Guardian,  a 
monthly  put  out  by  one  man  and  a  bunch  of  volunteer 
helpers  . . .  Nicholas  Von  Hoffman
